BLAME IT 
ON THE 
BOOGIE 


Nightclub ordered to instigate 
changes after violent incidents

A nightclub has been ordered to 
close earlier after a string of vio¬ 
lent incidents including one 
where police had to use tear gas 
and another where an officer was 
kicked in the head. 

Boogie Lounge, in Waterloo 
Road, Epsom, must bring last or¬ 
ders forward to lam on Friday 
and Saturdays and midnight dur¬ 
ing the rest of the week, a licens¬ 
ing panel at Epsom Council 
decided last week. 

Other restrictions requested by 
police included a ban on super¬ 
strength beers and spirit mix¬ 
tures above 5.5 abv, entry for over 
21s only and the use of plastic 
cups. Police warned the panel 
that the town’s night-time econo¬ 
my had become a concern for po¬ 
lice at a county level. 

But the club’s manager Ish Igle- 
sias told the Epsom Guardian: 
“We are extremely disappointed 
at the decision made by the 
licensing panel. We feel that 


many of the requirements listed 
by the panel are unreasonable 
and against the wishes of our 
customers. 

“Regrettably we will be forced 
to take this matter to the courts 
and are confident that this deci¬ 
sion will be overturned.” 

Its current licensing hours are 
10am to 2am on Monday to Satur¬ 
day and noon to lam on Sunday. 

Under the new restrictions, 
alcohol can be served from noon - 
although the restrictions will 
only take effect 21 days after 
Boogie Lounge gets written 
notification. 

If the club does appeal, the re¬ 
strictions would not come into 
force until after it has been heard. 

Police, who applied for the li¬ 
cence review, also requested the 
installation of CCTV, patrols by 
door staff, high visibility jackets 
for bouncers and 25-person limit 
on queues. 

They recorded 48 incidents, in¬ 
cluding underage drinking and 
attacks on door staff, between 
January and October.

Its application said tear gas 
was used on fighting rev¬ 
ellers in September and a po¬ 
lice sergeant was kicked in 
the head during a fight out¬ 
side the club in August. 

It said: “Epsom town centre 
night-time economy has now 
become a concern to Surrey 
Police both locally and at a 
county level. 

“This has highlighted an 


increase in the number of 
recorded incidents at Boogie 
Lounge nightclub.” 

Mr Iglesias said they were 
not made aware of the major¬ 
ity of the 48 incidents before 
police requested the review. 

He said: “Many of those are 
positive actions by ourselves 
and in support the communi¬ 
ty, many issues not even re¬ 
lating to the venue, but have 
been listed against the venue. 

“We have worked closely 


with numerous local stake¬ 
holders including the police, 
local authority and other 
businesses in Epsom for the 
past six years to ensure the 
safety of our customers and 
the local community and are 
a strong advocate of Pub 
Watch.” 

Councillor Clive Smither- 
am, who chaired the panel, 
said: “In everything we do we 
have to keep in mind the im¬ 
pact of a licensed premise on 


the greater community. 

“We are not setting out to 
destroy local businesses. 

“We are endeavouring to 
create a situation everybody 
can live with.” 

In its representation, the 
planning authority said 
while ensuring there is a 
thriving night-time economy, 
they want to make sure the 
town centre has “an im¬ 
proved sense of safety and 
security”. 


It said: “To this end we are 
committed to ensuring that 
existing users and new devel¬ 
opment are not antisocial, 


but reinforce a family friend¬ 
ly atmosphere for all users of 
the area whatever the time of 
day or night.”

Firefighters called to High Down prison 


The fire service was called to a 
prison three times on Monday, 
including to fight a blaze started 
by a prisoner who set fire to his 
bin, mattress and bedding. 

Firefighters, from Banstead 
fire station, were repeatedly 
called out to High Down prison 
in Banstead after a roof sensor 
went off, a prisoner set off a fire 
alarm and another set fire to his 
cell last night. 


The incidents come just weeks 
after 11 men were cleared of 
mutiny at the prison for barri¬ 
cading themselves in a cell to 
protest at Government cutbacks 
that led them to be locked up for 
up to 23 hours a day. 

Watch commander Russell Giles 
said firefighters in breathing ap¬ 
paratus used a hose reel jet to put 
out the fire reported at 7.22pm. 

Mr Giles: “One inmate was 


rescued by the brigade and 
prison staff. It was deliberate. 

“The inmate managed to get 
hold of a lighter and set alight to 
his bin, mattress and bedding. 

“At 8.46am a prisoner broke the 
glass on a call point which raises 
the alarm in the event of a fire. 

“At 9.04am a roof sensor at the 
prison was set off, but it thought 
this could have been caused by 
a bird.” 
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Driver hit 
by cyclist 

An angry cyclist reached into 
a Mercedes and punched its 
driver in a road rage attack 
last week. 

The driver got out of his 
black car and the altercation 
continued in Caen Wood 
Road, Ashtead, at about 
5.10pm on Thursday. 

The cyclist on a mountain 
bike made off towards the 
station leaving the injured 
driver with a bruised cheek, 
a cut on the underside of 
his top lip and cuts on his 
hands. 

Officers are looking for a 
white man in his late 20s or 
early 30s, 5ft 7in, who was 
wearing a fluorescent helmet 
and cycling attire. 

Officers are checking CCTV 
footage and appealing for wit¬ 
nesses to come forward as 
their investigation continues.

Teenagers stabbed 
in legs outside KFC

A double stab attack outside 
KFC in Worcester Park left 
two men in hospital and resi¬ 
dents waking up to a blood- 
splattered high street. 

Two men, aged 19 and 20, 
were left needing hospital 
treatment following the 6am 
street attack on Saturday, 
November 29, that spilled 
across the high street. 

The men were said to have 
been in a stable condition 
after being stabbed in the 
legs. 

Witnesses said a knife could 


be seen lying on the ground 
beyond a cordoned off area 
by the bus stop opposite the 
railway station in Central 
Road. 

Another witness told the 
paper that “pools of blood” 
had gathered on the ground 
and an abandoned medical 
kit could still have been seen 
on the floor outside the KFC 
hours after the attack, leav¬ 
ing shocked residents airing 
their dismay on Twitter. 

Jay Bateman under the 
username @Jayl885Bateman 
said: “Two people stabbed at 
Worcester Park KFC. This 
area is getting worse and 
worse.” 

Frank, username @Frank 


Mulcahy, added: “How were 
two people getting stabbed 
outside KFC in Worcester 
Park, what is this man?” 

Both the restaurant and the 
bus stop were cordoned off 
by police, who remained at 
the crime scene while foren¬ 
sic officers combed the area 
for evidence. 

Following the attack two 
men were arrested in connec¬ 
tion with the stabbings, al¬ 
though one has been released 
without charge. 

The other, who police had 
referred to as “A”, was re¬ 
leased on bail until January. 

The two victims were taken 
to a south London hospital, 
but released on Monday. 


Outbuilding collapses, kills elderly man 


An elderly man was crushed 
to death after a dilapidated 
outbuilding collapsed on top 
of him on Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 2. 

An air ambulance, the fire 
service and police were 
called to Frith Park farm in 
Sturts Lane, Walton-on-the- 
Hill, at 2.30pm on Wednesday, 
December 3. 


Despite the best efforts of 
paramedics, who tried to in¬ 
ject adrenaline into his heart, 
the man was pronounced 
dead at the farm. 

Watch commander Mark 
Stewart said firefighters 
managed to drag the uncon¬ 
scious man out of the struc¬ 
ture and helped paramedics 
to carry out CPR. 


Mr Stewart said: “It was a 
collapsed outbuilding. 

“A man aged about 70 was 
rescued from the structure, 
but was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

“It was an old outbuilding 
and not in good repair.” 

Detective Inspector Paul 
Gordon, said: “We are 
currently carrying out 


an investigation. 

“We do not believe there is 
any risk to the further 
community. 

“We are currently liaising 
with partner agencies includ¬ 
ing the Health and Safety 
Executive. 

“Our thoughts are with the 
man’s family at this difficult 
time.”

Game over before 
the Supreme Court

Countryside campaigners have 
lost their legal battle to prevent a 
historic greenbelt estate from 
being turned into an exclusive 
golf course. 

The Cherkley Campaign has 
been refused permission to ap¬ 
peal to the Supreme Court over 
the £50m development of press 
baron Lord Beaverbrook’s for¬ 
mer home near Leatherhead. 

The decision signals an end to 
the costly series of court cases 
that saw Mole Valley Council’s 
original planning approval first 
overturned and then reinstated. 

The Supreme Court has re¬ 
fused to let the campaign appeal 
because it did not “raise an ar¬ 
guable point of law of general 
public importance”. 

Andy Smith, Surrey branch di¬ 
rector of the Campaign to Pro¬ 
tect Rural England, said: “It is a 
tragedy the environmental and 
planning process issues this case 
raises will not be aired before the 
Supreme Court after the conflict¬ 
ing judgments in the courts below. 

“It is becoming clear to us that, 
due to the Government’s ‘plan¬ 
ning reforms’, the whole plan¬ 
ning system has been subverted 
to advance a political agenda, 
which is to push economic 
growth at any cost and to give 
carte blanche to developers at 
the expense of the environment. 

“The consequences of this 


latest judgment will be felt for 
many years to come and will 
greatly increase the risk to coun¬ 
tryside and green spaces 
throughout England.” 

The campaign won a judicial 
review at the High Court after 
challenging Mole Valley District 
Council’s decision to grant plan¬ 
ning permission to developer 
Longshot Cherkley Court in 
2012. 

But in May, Law Lords at the 
Court of Appeal overturned this 
ruling, reinstated planning per¬ 
mission and ordered the cam¬ 
paigners to pay costs to the 
council and developer. 

A Longshot spokesman said: 
“We very much hope today 
marks the end of the road for 
those who have opposed us and 
the beginning of our work to 
truly transform Cherkley Court 
and its beautiful estate. 

“We would like to thank every¬ 
one who supported us and for 


now we will get on with the job in 
hand.” 

Tim Harrold, chairman of the 
Cherkley Campaign, said: “Obvi¬ 
ously, we are extremely disap¬ 
pointed by the Supreme Court’s 
decision. 

“We had hoped to restore the 
original robust judgment of Mr 
Justice Haddon-Cave that Mole 
Valley Council’s grant of planning 
permission to Longshot was con¬ 
trary to planning policy, and that it 
was irrational and unlawful. 

“Cherkley Campaign has at all 
times acted in accordance with 
best-quality legal advice. But the 
courts go their own way, and are 
free to disagree with one another. 

“We are very grateful to all our 
supporters. The majority of the 
area’s residents are unhappy 
with this commercial develop¬ 
ment of a beautiful landscape, 
and we continue to believe that 
the natural landscape was worth 
fighting for.” 


'WE WANT TO GET ON WITH IT' 


Ollie Vigors, director of the develop¬ 
er Longshot Cherkley Court, said: 
“We are obviously pleased and re¬ 
lieved, but on the other hand we 
were always pretty confident it was 
the right decision. 

“That has now been proven. 

“We just want to get on with it. We 
are keen to get on with the job.” 

Work on the golf course is already 
under way and the transformation of 
press baron Lord Beaverbrook’s 


former mansion is due to begin 
shortly. 

Mr Vigors said the developers are 
looking at hiring people to maintain 
the golf course, but he was unable to 
say when its development would be 
finished and open to golfers and 
members. 

He said: “We think there will 
be about 200 jobs. 

“Obviously we want to recruit 
locally as much as possible.”

A council is on the brink of 
abandoning a controversial 
housing plan that would have 
earmarked greenbelt and 
traveller sites for housing 
development. 

After two years’ work, Mole 
Valley District Council is set 
to ditch its unfinished Hous¬ 
ing and Traveller Sites Plan to 
the guarded relief of country¬ 
side campaigners. 

The council is now expected 
to go back to the drawing 
board and start work on a 
wide-ranging Local Plan, 
which will include finding out 
how many homes will actual¬ 
ly be needed locally. 

Communities have voiced 
opposition to any loss of 
greenbelt and last month 
Community Secretary Eric 


Pickles made a stand and said 
“protecting our precious 
greenbelt must be 
paramount”. 

At a press briefing on Mon¬ 
day Councillor John North¬ 
cott, executive member for 
planning, said he would rec¬ 
ommend their new course of 
action at a meeting of the ex¬ 
ecutive on Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 9. 

Coun Northcott said there 
has been an increase in the 
number of homes granted 
planning permission and 
there were a “healthy” num¬ 
ber in the pipeline. 

He said: “This has led me to 
believe that there is no imme¬ 
diate need to contemplate 
using greenbelt land for new 
homes.” 

But he added: “I recognise 
the delivery of affordable 
housing is likely to be reduced 
in the short term and that the 
difficult issue of providing 


sites for gypsies and travellers 
remains unresolved.” 

Coun Northcott said he was 
also concerned that a Plan¬ 
ning Inspector would deem 
the Housing and Traveller 
Sites Plan unsound because it 
had not assessed the need for 
homes. 

The council had been using 
an increasingly outdated 
house building target for 2006 
to 2026, which was prescribed 
by a now abolished regional 
strategy based on Govern¬ 
ment figures. 

To hit this target, Mole Val¬ 
ley would have needed to 
build nearly 2,000 more homes 
and the council had looked at 
about 90 possible sites while 
developing its plan. 

When asked how he felt to 
be recommending that this 
plan should be in effect be 
scrapped, Councillor North¬ 
cott replied: “Not scrapped. It 
is a huge body of evidence 


which will be required in the 
Local Plan and will still be 
largely current. So it would be 
entirely wrong to give the im¬ 
pression it is being wasted. 

“We are just going to use it 
for a different and more long- 
lasting purpose.” 

James Lalor, interim corpo¬ 
rate head responsible for 
planning, said: “I think it 
demonstrates our ability to 
adapt to changing circum¬ 
stances and take into the con¬ 
sideration the views that have 
been expressed by the Gov¬ 
ernment and the community. 

Coun Northcott added: 
“And the fact more planning 
applications have come 
through... than we had reason 
to expect.” 

The councillor and council 
officers were unable to say 
how much it has cost to devel¬ 
op the Housing and Traveller 
Sites Plan so far. 

But Jack Straw, planning 


policy manager, said three of¬ 
ficers had spent a majority of 
their time on the plan and ac¬ 
companying greenbelt bound¬ 
ary review since the back end 
of 2012. 

It is believed that the Local 
Plan will take a further two to 
three years to develop. 

In response to the abandon¬ 
ment of the plan, Andy Smith, 
Surrey branch director for 
the Campaign to Protect 
Rural England, said: “It’s 
mixed news. 

“We are relieved that there 
is no immediate threat to a lot 
of greenbelt areas that were 
part of the Housing and Trav¬ 
ellers Sites Plan. 

“But we are mindful that we 
are going to have to work 
closely with Mole Valley 
Council, local residents and 
community groups to resist 
any potentially higher hous¬ 
ing figures further down the 
line.”

Dome proposals up 
for decision tonight

Campaigners are urging every¬ 
one opposed to plans for a con¬ 
troversial sports dome on the 
edge of a nature reserve to turn 
out tonight when councillors de¬ 
cide its fate. 

Nonsuch High School for Girls 
wants to build a 31ft (9.5m) dome, 
pavilion, running track and 
pitches on its fields in Ewell 
Road, Cheam. Nature reserve 
Warren Farm runs alongside the 
site. 

Epsom’s council officers have 
recommended that councillors 
approve the plans, but impose re¬ 
strictions on opening hours to 
reduce light and noise distur¬ 
bance for neighbours. 

Anti-dome campaigners are 
calling for people to show their 
opposition to the plans by the 
planning committee meeting at 
Epsom town hall tonight. 

Neil Denny, from pressure 
group No to Nonsuch Dome, 
said: “It is very important people 
come to the town hall on Thurs¬ 
day night and help stop this dam¬ 
aging and inappropriate scheme. 

“It will dominate Warren Farm 
and add to the parking and con¬ 
gestion issues in Cheam Village. 
The school already has one 
sports centre on its site, two is

just ridiculous. 

“The meeting on Thursday will 
decide if the scheme goes ahead 
and everyone’s voice must be 
heard. 

“All three local Sutton council¬ 
lors representing Cheam village, 
the local MP Paul Burstow and 
Nonsuch Watch oppose this 
development. 

“But it is very important that 
the Epsom councillors who will 
ultimately take the decision see 
the depth of public feeling 
against the scheme in the room 
on the night.” 

The council report states: “Al¬ 
though the proposed sports 
dome and floodlighting would 
have some visual impact from 
limited areas of Warren Farm, 
landscaping screening measures 
have been incorporated to 


minimise this impact and conse¬ 
quently, officers are of the opin¬ 
ion that the development would 
not seriously affect the setting of 
the adjacent Nonsuch Park. 

“Existing important trees and 
soft landscaping within the site 
will be retained and enhanced 
where possible.” 

The report said Transport for 
London believes the access on to 
Ewell Road would “accommo¬ 
date the proposed use” and 
parking provision exceeds its 
standards. 

Headmaster Peter Gale said: 
“The school believes that the de¬ 
velopment will bring benefits to 
our students and to the wider 
community. There are many 
sports clubs that have expressed 
an interest in using the facilities 
and the school is keen to pro¬ 
mote wider participation in 
sport. 

“We appreciate the concerns 
that some residents have raised. 
We have worked hard with the 
planners to ensure we meet all 
statutory requirements neces¬ 
sary. There have been several 
wildlife and traffic surveys.”

The ‘tide of concrete’ 


Now we have had the various deci¬ 
sions regarding the Landscape 
and Ecology Management Plan 
and the Supreme Court I despair 
because this issue is no longer just 
a local one. 

The challenge to the planning 
decision was the first under the 
Government’s National Planning 
Policy Framework, a 50 or so page 
document replacing 1,500 pages of 
planning regulations. 

These did need reviewing, but 
the resulting framework is, in my 
opinion, wide open to abuse. 

Being the first challenge, the 
Cherkley appeal is already being 
widely used as a reason for vari¬ 
ous disputed developments to go 
ahead. 

Our countryside is threatened 
by an overwhelming tide of con¬ 
crete. Social housing appears to 
be tacked on to various luxury de¬ 


velopments as a necessary 
requirement of any planning 
application. 

Sometimes the developer will 
argue that these are financially 
unviable and so the social housing 
element is set aside. There was a 
case in Cambridge that set the 
precedent for this. The whole ar¬ 
gument against the golf course, 
etc, on the Cherkley land was to 
protect the rare species, an area of 
rare chalk grassland and the local 
environment. 

These arguments put forward by 
the Campaign both at local and 
national level were, in my opinion, 
completely disregarded. 

Judges, politicians and council¬ 
lors do not usually have in-depth 
knowledge of the complex issues 
regarding ecological and environ¬ 
mental issues so they should take 
due cognisance of the 


scientific professionals in these 
fields. It appears to me they lis¬ 
tened to the arguments they 
wished to hear and ignored those 
that threatened what could be 
thought of by the cynical, as a pre¬ 
determined decision. 

Surrey does not need another 
golf course for the uber-rich. A 
total of 142 is enough for any 
county. I am still not convinced 
that the parkland will “never” end 
up covered with a luxury residen¬ 
tial development. 

Those in power do not appear to 
value our natural heritage and 
should remember we are merely 
stewards of the land for future 
generations. Are our politicians 
really looking at all the wider is¬ 
sues? I do not think so.

Police tax plan is largely unknown 


I was surprised the other day to 
be invited to participate in 
YouGov survey on the topic of a 
24 per cent hike in the Surrey 
Police portion of council tax. 

Apparently this level of in¬ 
crease is judged necessary to 
maintain current levels of po¬ 
lice staffing within the county 
and, without it, police numbers 
may have to be cut. 

While my personal view is 
that a reduction in staffing 
would make no discernible dif¬ 
ference in the public perception 
of police activities - at least in 
the Epsom area - my main con¬ 
cern is that none of this has so 


far reached the public domain. 

I have written to the Police 
and Crime Commissioner and 
the reply from his office is that 
the commissioner has em¬ 
barked on a consultation pro¬ 
cess of which the YouGov 
survey is a part, to assess 
whether the expense of a refer¬ 
endum can be justified. 

I may be jumping the gun, but 
it seems to me that, rather than 
the highly selective and expen¬ 
sive YouGov process, the use of 
our widely-read Epsom 
Guardian supplemented by 
leafleting would have provided 
a cheaper, broader-based 


feedback and a better apprecia¬ 
tion of whether the public is 
prepared to accept the extra ex¬ 
pense of some 95 pence a week 
for a D-band property. 

That would be a further £50 a 
year per household for the po¬ 
lice in addition to the inevitable 
further cash grab by the county 
and borough councils. Some¬ 
times, (Mr Commissioner,) it is 
better to be open with the public 
from the outset rather than 
through the use of a commer¬ 
cial polling organisation.

Beware of emails from ‘fake’ Inland Revenue 


I opened my inbox of my email 
the other morning and found a 
message from the Inland Revenue 
telling me that I had money owing 
to me. 

Naturally I was very happy to 
have some money returned and 
the message looked absolutely 
genuine. I was unable to detect 
anything as I went through the 
pages of the mail, which included 
Inland Revenue logos on every 
page and many lines of contact in¬ 
cluded phone numbers. 

Yet, there was something that 
made me feel it was incorrect. 


For example, I was asked to sub¬ 
mit my Gateway number and all 
other relevant banking informa¬ 
tion, including bank numbers and 
Pin numbers, NHS number and 
other very personal information. 
I was told this was needed so that 
the money could be sent directly 
to my bank. I could not recall 
being asked for this kind of infor¬ 
mation before. I did not complete 
the online form. My bank account 
could have been emptied if I had. I 
Googled the contact number and 
phoned the Inland Revenue. It 
meant holding the phone for a 


long time. Yet, this is the way I dis¬ 
covered that the mail was not 
genuine. 

The Inland Revenue does not 
contact in this manner. I am going 
to be doubly careful from now on, 
even suspicious of the post. There 
are swindlers who are trying 
every angle, reaching out to peo¬ 
ple of all ages - elderly people like 
myself and even the younger. No 
one it seems is safe from these 
rogues. So take care.

Richard Brady is enduring 
an “unprecedented” struggle 
against injuries and suspen¬ 
sions as Leatherhead’s sea¬ 
son limps on.

“I am hopeful of getting a 
couple of new names in soon, 


but in this game nothing is 
ever simple. 

“For the time being, I will 
field the best side I can.”
